stroyed in Tuesday's earthquake, Gov.

Water and electricity have been cut 


off, the message said, and troops are 
patroling the city to prevent looting. 
There were no disorders, the gover- 
nor's message continued, despite the 
fact that half the population is home- 
less.

arc carrying water to 'quake victims 
from the broken reservoir. Fires still 
burned on the slopes of the Colina 
volcano and ashes covered the strick- 
en city. 


Federal 
troops have removed 36 


bodies and nearly 100 of the injured 
from the ruins, the governor tele- 
graphed. The full toll of dead and 
injured in the towns of the seven 
states in the southern earthquake belt 
may not be known for days.

Firming the Soil. 


The usefulness of a "flat" or seed- 


box is not confined to the early 
spring, when seeds may be started 
indoors, or in the hotbed and cold- 
frame. 


Even after danger of frost is over, 


and seeds might be sown directly 
in the ground, it will still pay lo use 
Ihe seed-box for Ihe very small 
steds, like petunias; and for vari- 
eties of both flowers and vegetables 
which require to be transplanted. 


The seed-box is under closer ob- 


servation than even a seed-bed; it 
may be carried to a shady spot dur- 
ing an excessively warm spell. It 
can bo kept where the hose is han- 
dy, and soaked daily. The seedling 
plants may be kept growing without 
a check, and, when they are ready 
lo move, Iransplanting may be more 
easily performed by carrying the 
flat directly to the spot where the 
plants are to be set out. 


The management of the "flat" is 


the same, whether it be used out- 
doors or indoors. 
The standard 


sizes range from 12x18 to 14x20 
inches, 4 inches deep. They are 
nailed together loosely, and it is 
not necessary to bore holes in the 
bottom for drainage, as excess wa- 
ter will escape through the cracks. 


The flat should bo filled with a 


Ready to Transplant. 


fine loam, preferably sifted to get 
out all lumps. The coarse soil may 
be placed in the bottom, but only 
fine soil should be used on top. 


When seedlings are grown in an 


outdoor box, it is not necessary to 
transplant them into pots before set- 
ling them directly in the garden. But 
precautions should be taken to avoid 
crowding so that the tiny plants may 
grow as sturdy as possible before 
they are moved. With the coarser 
seeds, sow thinly in rows 2 inches 
apart and when the seedlings ap- 
pear thin out so that each stands 
alone without crowding. With the 
finer seeds, it will help to broad- 
cast the seed rather than sowing 
in rows. 
Take a separate flat for 


each variety and scatter the seed's 
over the whole box. They will have 
more room to grow this way. 


Transplanting may be done as 


soon as plants have made true 
leaves. This means the second pair 
of leaves to appear. 
If they are 


loft in the box longer than this, 
they should be thinned out, if nec- 
essary, and allowed to develop 
without restraint from crowding. 


Slow germinating subjects are 


usually best handled in a flat or 
flower pot, which can be given 
regular care until the seedlings 
appear.

^ WASHINGTON - 
If the United 


Slates Coast Guard ever gels its share 
of public recognition, the phrase "Let 
the Coast Guard Do It" will become 
us full of meaning as "Tell it to the 
Marines," 


When ships of warring or captive 


nations in American ports were taken 
over recently, who was called in to 
rout out their crews, take over the 
boats, and guard against sabotage? 
The Coast Guard. 


When a cruise liner goes aground, 


lists to starboard and threatens to 
dump frantic passengers into the briny 
who rushes to bring them ashore 
through a treacherous, pounding surf? 


Who chops a way through dangerous 


ice to bring doctors, medical sup- 
plies and food to some little winter- 
bound community of Eskimos where 
an epidemic has broken out? Who sets 
n flying bout down on an angry sea 
lo bring some pain-wracked sailor 
to port in time for the emergency 
operation that will save his life? Who 
maintains a lonely and often storm- 
battered weather reporting patrol from 


et Azores to Greenland? 
It's Ihe Coast Guard every time. 
The 'Coast Guard started in 1790 


when President Washington approved 
an act of congress setting up the Re- 
venue Marine. It had ten boats and 
just one duty—lo prevent smuggling. 
In 1848, the United States life-saving 
service was set up. In 
1915, these 


two were merged and given the name 
Coast Guard. An late as 
1921, the 


Coast Guard got its first airplanes— 
a few obsolete old crates cast off 
by the Navy. In 1039, the Lighthouse 
Service was absorbed. 


There hardly has been a year in 


tho last hundred that the Coast Guard 
hasn't added men, ships and duties. 


Today, it lias a personnel of about 


20,000, including more than GOO com- 
missioned officers, and is planning to 
add about 5.000 enlisted men by the 
end of 1942. 


H has 485 cutters. Anything longer 


than 2(1 feel, with u commanding of- 
ficer, is a cutter—the larger vessels 
are 125 to 327 feel. There are seven 
of the big ones, commissioned 
in 1936 


and comparable' to Navy 
gunboats. 


They have a cruising radius of 12,- 
000 miles. In addition 
to the cut- 


lers, the Coast Guard has 4.1 lighter 
vessels and 3,300 small boats ranging 
down to surf boats and dories. It has 
about. GO planes and pilots and crews 
to man them. 


J3ut look what has happened to its 


duties. After the Titanic went down, 
the Coast Guard established tin ice- 
berg patrol and just how well it has 
done Hint it written into the record 
of 28 years without a single casualty 
from 
the "bergs, which once were 


"floating death,"''In'the'north Atlantic 
sen lanes. 


The Coast Guard searches out and 


removes wreaks and dereljcte. It en- 
forces all laws and regulations per- 
taining to operation and anchorage of 
merchant vessels and motorboals. It 
watches over Vessels in the deep- 
sea 
fishing fleets. It enforces the 


laws concerning-whaling (on Amer- 
ican ships anywhere in the world), 
seal, salmon, sponge and other fish- 
ing, It patrols rivers during floods, 
It patrols regattas during 
regattas. 


(Don't snicker , , , there were 443 
regattas in the lasl repot;ted year.) 
It maintains all the light stations 
and beacons for navigation and shore- 
line aviation. 
When 
the 
neutrality 


patrol was set up in the fall of 1939, 
the Coast Guard got that order, too. 


It has Its own Annapolis at New 


London, Conn., where officers 
are 


graduated 
after 
four-year 
courses. 


And it has trained for the U. S. mer- 
chant marine something like 800 lic- 
ensed and 
4,000 unlicensed seamen 


in the last three years. 


These are just its peacetime exploits, 


Perhaps you already can see why 
there are no punies in this service 
which, with all those duties, has to 
live up to its motto, "Semper Poratus" 
—always ready.

Is the Milk You Arc Using Grade A 


Strictly speaking the term "clean" 


would exclude milk which contains 
any foreign matter or bacteria what- 
ever. However, for practical puroses 
"clean milk" is defined as milk that 
comes from healthy cows, is of good 
flavor and free from dirt and contains 
only a small number of bacteria none 
of which are harmful. 


The producer of milk should be 


vitally interested in the importance of 
producing clean and wholesome milk 
and all people who handle milk should 
realize that they have in their charge

depends upon the number of bacteria 
in the udder of the cow, upon the 
amount of contamination from out- 
side sources and upon the rupidity or 
the rate at which the bacteria in- 
crease in number. 


It is very important to bear in mind 


that the rate at which bacteria grow 
and increase in number depends very 
largely upon the temperature at which 
the milk is kept. 


Fortunately these conditions which 


make milk unwholesome can be elim- 
inated, and in my next article which 
will appear in this newspaper in a 
few days, we will discuss how clean 
and wholesome milk can be produced 


In the meantime demand that the 


milk you use be Grade A for health 
sake.

apidly at temperature between 80 
and 100 degrees at 70 degrees the rate 
at which the bacteria multiply is slow- 
er. At 50 degrees the rate is still slow- 
er. At 40 degrees and below the rate 
s very slow, so it can readily be seen 
why it is so important to cool milk 
immediately after it is taken from 
the cow. 


Many of the kinds of bacteria found 


in milk are harmless to human be- 
ings and apparently cause no change in 
the milk. Other kinds may change the 
flavor without changing the appear- 
ance. Some of the most common types 
cause marked changes in both ap- 
pearance and flavor. 
In the latter 


ease are the bacteria which sour milk 
by converting the milk sugar into lac- 
tic acid. Another type of bacteria de- 
composes the casein and albumin in 
the milk and cause putrefaction and 
undesirable odors.
